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Feds want

Towns face federal opposition to their pre- 
ferred interchange design 


ANDOVER - In an effort to 
gain federal support for the 
interchange, members of the 
Lowell Junction Tri-Town Task 
Force, comprised of representa- 
tives from Tewksbury, 
Wilmington, and Andover, 
agreed to a brief feasibility 
study, to begin as early as next 
week, The Task Force needs 
Federal Highway support 
before moving forward with 
state and national environmen- 
tal processes following the 
release of the Environmental 
Notification Form. Towns 
expressed concern about a pos- 
sible loss of local control. 

The ‘Federal Highway 
Authority (FHA) has indicated 
disapproval of the towns' three 
preferred choices of ramp 
design, arguing that they do not 
meet the criteria of the inter- 
change study. The disappoint- 
ing news, partly delivered in a 
strongly worded letter to 
Senator Kennedy, comes main- 
ly from “higher levels” in the 
FHA. John Fallon, Project 
Manager with Mass Highway, 


explained to the Task Force 
that embarking on a brief fea- 
sibility study would bring local 
FHA engineers face to face 
with the localities to under- 
stand the issues and challenges 
facing the three towns, 

“Mass Highway and this 
(Task Force) need to develop a 
sound strategy,” said Fallon. 

The FHA charges that 
Alternative 9, the preferred 
interchange choice of the three 
towns, does not offer enough 
access to local roads, particu- 
larly in Tewksbury. In fact, two 
of the three alternatives are 
considered unacceptable to the 
federal agency. A federal high- 
way project must have a signif- 
icant traffic impact, not just 
economic motivations, to justi- 
fy a break in access and feder- 
al funding dollars. 

The Lowell Junction 
Interchange task force seeks 
the interchange to develop 
landlocked property trapped 
along the highway in the three 
towns, to widen the highway 
between exits 41 and 42, and to

“In a lot of houses 20-25% of 
the energy is being wasted,” 
says Harrison, with most of 
that heat loss through doors, 
windows, and attics. If home- 
owners even suspect their home 
may be leaking heat they 
should consider an energy 
audit. Energy audits are often 
offered free from utility compa- 
nies and can save up to 30 per- 
cent on heating and cooling 
costs, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection.

Unknowingly promoting 


mills 

Dear Editor: 

In modem day, when you go to 
the mall or a shopping plaza 
you often find pet stores. These, 
however, are not ordinary pet 
stores; they are the stores that 
sell cats and dogs. Some may 
ask what harm it does buying 
them, helping an innocent life 
in despair, but by helping them 
you make the problem worse. 
Based on the appearance of the 
dogs and their cages you can 
tell that they are not treated 
well, but it is far better than 
the puppy mills they came 
from. Although a lot of the ani- 
mals in pet stores either die 
from sickness or are put to 
sleep, buying them urges the 
puppy mills to continue. This is 
why I strongly believe that you 
should not buy dogs from pet 
stores. 

Inside these puppy mills are 
things you could never imag- 
ine. The animals are packed 
together in small cages. Often 
kept outside, they are forced to 
deal with the sometimes 
unbearable weather. More than 
once dogs have been left with 
others twice their size, ulti- 
mately leading to dog fights. If 
a dog gets hurt they are usual- 
ly killed because they are not 
as healthy anymore or the 
"breeders" won't pay the 
money to help them. If they-are 
not, killed they will most likely 
die* from infection or disease; 
even after they get out of the 
puppy mill. They are left with 
lifelong health problems 
because of bad breeding lines, 
yet their "breeders" don't seem 
to care. While thousands of 
already lonesome eyes stare 
out from inside their metal 
cages, yearning for love and 
attention, more dogs are being 
bred and they too will have the 
same fate. The people running 
these places only care about 
money and nothing else. At this 
point the animals can only 
dream of freedom. 

This alone makes me want to 
run to all the pet stores I know 
and buy all the dogs I find. Yet, 
dding this would only cause 
another shipment of dogs and 
even more being bred. At this 
very moment there are thou- 


sands of these dogs in these 
mills, or who were formerly 
kept at a mill, and if people 
don't put a stop to it that num- 
ber will only increase. Over 
80% of the animals who are 
currently living in good homes 
originate one way or another 
from puppy mills and their 
owners don’t even realize it. 
Well, at least not until they get 
sick. While it is good to know 
that they have better lives now, 
it also means that for all those 
dogs who were sold, many 
more were born into a terrible 
life. 

The puppy mills are not the 
only ones who treat the ani- 
mals badly. Not unlike the 
puppy mills' ignorant owners 
are the people who run the pet 
stores, Whether it is out of sym- 
pathy or greed that they take 
the dogs depends on the store. 
Many have even erased that 
option completely and tell you 
to get in touch with animal 
shelters. In fact, that is the best 
way to help animals in pet 
stores. By contacting animal 
shelters, humane animal asso- 
ciations or, if the conditions are 
bad enough, the local police, 
the store will not gain any 
money and if it continues they 
will stop business with the 
mills. 

This does not mean that you 
should no longer get a pet. 
They are fun to have around 
and teach a lot about responsi- 
bility, but go somewhere else. 
The ASPCA always has ani- 
mals that could use a good 
home-and they are not from 
mills. Also some stores, such 
as PetSmart have special adop- 
tion days. They donate space to 
local rescue groups and 
encourage -people come and 
adopt a new pet. Afterwards 
they go back to the shelter, and 
the money goes to the rescue 
group rather than the store. 
This is definitely a more 
humane way of adoption and 
will help to end the animal cru- 
elty at mills. Unfortunately, 
you can't put a stop to it unless 
everyone works together.

Better to Give Than Receive 


Most have a 
need to help others. They want 
to ease the pain and of 
those who are vod og In 
bee others, they help them- 

selves. Whenever we help oth- 
ers, it adds to our self-esteem. 
It is one of the healthiest ways 
to build a good self-image. 
Many individuals who feel 
unfulfilled become volunteers 
to fill this void. Helping others 
is one of the best therapeutic 
tools to help us feel whole. Yet, 
as psychotherapists we seldom 
use this healing tool to help 
clients. 

When going into counseling, a 
patient is seeking advice, direc- 
tion and answers, They want to 
be in control of their lives. 
They are usually needy people 
who are crying inside; “I’m 
hurting. I need direction. What 
shall I do?” To become 
healthy, this person’s thoughts 
should change to: “How can I 
help others? I now know what 
I must do. I have a lot to give.” 
The therapist is usually the

famous old-fashioned recipes. 
The moment you ask, you have 


and what to do. The constant 
control of a patient can become 
counter productive. If this con- 
tinues too long, it can drain a 
client and leave her/him 


she felt her life could not con- 
tinue without the support and 
guidance of the therapist. This 
situation almost became a dis- 
aster when the therapist 
abruptly turned this woman 
over to another therapist. 

The change meant the loss of 
the patient's lifeline. Betty was 
now alone, desperate and 
angry. At this point dhe lost 
control and threatened to kill 
her therapist. This situation 
was resolved with time and a 
more appropriate therapist. 

One year later she seemed to 
be on the road to recovery. I 
referred Betty to a children’s 
activity center, as a volunteer. 
The activity center had a ther- 


apeutic setting that used behav- 
jor modification to build 
self-esteem and help correct all 
forms of inappropriate behay- 
iors, Under supervision she 
helped children from the ages 
of six to twelve. The director of 
the center said Betty was one 
of the best volunteers he had 
ever had. She was able to 
reach children that others 
couldn't. Her involvement in 
helping others gave her confi- 
dence, and self-esteem she had 
never known before. 

A few years later I was 
thrilled to hear Betty had 
earned a Masters Degree in 
counseling. I feel she will 
make an exceptional counselor 
because of her suffering and 
keen insight.

Things

had to do was stroll down the 
street and find a pick-up foot- 
ball or street hockey game. 
While there are many con- 
tributing factors, parents now 
feel safer with their sons and 
daughters involved in a super- 
vised league. What happens, 
however, if the league is full or 
the child's favorite sport is out 
of season? Perhaps the young- 
ster simply looses interest in 
the sport itself or the activity 
simply does not fit into a busy 
schedule. No matter what the 
reason, studies now show that 
75% of our kids quit sports 
entirely be the time they reach 
high school! 

The end result is a sedentary 
lifestyle to which the child 
becomes accustomed.

extended period, it is increas- 
ingly difficult to rejoim more 
active friends. Factor in a diet 
loaded with convenient, highly 
processed, calorie-dense food 
and you have a very effective 
prescription for obesity. While 
some children do have a pre- 
disposition for gaining weight 
due to hormonal or genetic fac- 
tors, it is actually quite rare, 


accounting for only 3% of obese 
children. Overeating, over- 
sized portions and inactivity 
are the true culprits. 

One vital observation - chil- 
dren are not the ones shopping 
at Market Basket! Yes, Mom 
and Dad, the buck (and sugar) 
stops here, Nutritious home- 
cooked meals are often 
replaced by quick and conve- 
nient alternatives at the cost of 
good health. 

Schools who bow to dollar 
signs and “Big Sugar” are 
equally at fault. Giving in to 
the pressure from more active- 
ly involved parents, some 
school programs have started 
to make headway by putting 
healthy alternatives on the 
menu. However, one must 
always remember; food compa- 
nies do not care if a child ever 
makes another sports team, 
ever gets faster and stronger, or 
has a massive coronary at age 
42. Food companies will con- 
tinue to produce the “bad stuff” 
in vast quantities at a cheap 
price, making these foods the 
only option for some cash 
strapped school districts,

The one 
constant factor in every one of 
his car thefts...the keys were 
left in the vehicle. The 
Wilmington Police Department 
has a Warrant issued for his 
arrest. 

Unfortunately, these are not 
isolated incidents and the 
Police Department is constant- 
ly receiving reports from resi- 
dents whose money, credit 
cards, laptop computers, GPS 
systems, wallets and other 
valuables (including the vehi- 
cle itself) are being stolen from 
both locked and unlocked cars 
throughout town, The Police 
have had some success recover- 
ing property, however the sus- 
pects usually lurk in the woods 
or in yards out of sight of pass- 
ing motorists and police offi- 


cers. 

Although Wilmington is a rel- 
atively safe community, the 
days when it was safe to leave 
valuables in unlocked cars have 
long since passed. Unlike 20 
years ago, when the most 
expensive items left in a motor 
vehicle were a pair of sunglass- 
es or a Cassette Player, today's 
drug addict or criminal has a 
treasure of items -to choose 
from including cell phones, 
iPods, GPS Systems, Digital 
Cameras, Laptop Computers 
and frequently credit cards and 


cash. Many criminals immedi- 
ately drive to a self-service gas 
station without video cameras 
to swipe a stolen credit card to 
see if it is an active credit card. 
From there it becomes a spend- 
ing frenzy in other jurisdictions 
where the Wilmington Police 
have no police power and limit- 
ed success in tracking crimi- 
nals. 

It is of no consolation to know 
that every sleepy bedroom 
community outside of 
Metropolitan Boston is experi- 
encing the same criminal activ- 
ity, whether it be in the exclu- 
sive areas of Weston and 
Dover, or the new 
in Boxford or Topsfield. 
Residents in Boston, 
Cambridge Somerville and the 
surrounding cities learned long 
ago that they cannot leave their 


ends up listed on Craig's List or 
some other Internet-based web- 
site and some of it is sold "on 
the street" or traded for drugs. 
Some of it is sold to pawnshops, 
however police are unable to 
keep up with the volume of 


on the seats. Even if police 
come across the suspects, the 
cars are fréquently stolen and 
lead to high-speed police pur- 
suits that are frequently called 
off for the safety of the public. 

The best means of protecting 
your property is to lock your 
car and to avoid leaving valu- 
ables exposed on the seats. If 
your car alarm is activated 
during the night, notify the 
police department immediate- 
ly. Many criminals will remain 
in the area looking for other 
opportunities. We have received 
many reports over the years. 
(including last weekend) where 
residents have observed indi- 
viduals in their driveways and 
yelled at them to leave | the area

Another more direct option is 
to become more involved with 
youth fitness programs in your 
community.

Going out - a shortfall of $8.4 
ion, By 2011, the revenue 
finally breaks the $100 
million mark at $101.6 but the 
Ptojected expenditure increas- 
és to $112.3, resulting in the pro- 
jected $10.7 million shortfall. 
‘The report cited a number of 
‘Budget Busters” that increase 
at a higher rate annually than 
Other budget items and warrant 
$pecific notification. , Costs 
associated with pensions, 
health insurance, special edu- 
edtions and utilities are fixed 
eqsts driving up expenditures. 
‘The town has a $50 million 


unfunded pension _ liability, 
deriving in part from a broken 
pension system in the 1970s. 
While the problems that caused 
the liability have been reme- 
died for the long term, the town 
still must correct the problem 
by 2028. 

Costs for Special Education 
rose dramatically in Tewksbury 
and across the Commonwealth 
in recent years. In Tewksbury, 
Special Education expenditures 
rose from $8.1 million in 
FY2005 to $9.3 million in 
od, state. aid through the 
Special Education Circuit 
Breaker fell from $827,254 to 
$558,001, or a decrease of 32%. 

With the $10.7 million shortfall 
looming, the Task Force pro- 
poses a combination of a “sub- 
stantial increase in taxes” and 
“a substantial change in the 
way we do business.” 

‘To that end, the Task Force 


cut costs, and raise revenue 
while simultaneously recom- 
mending a Proposition 2 1/2 
Override. 

The Task Force recommends 
phasing the tax hike in over the 
next three fiscal years, increas- 
ing the average single-family 
home tax bill from $3,850 in 
F'Y2008 to $4,690 in FY2011 - an 
increase of $840, or 22 percent. 
Kelley noted that without the 
override the average tax bill 
would rise to about $4,270, or an 
increase of $420 or 11 percent. 

Among the other recommend- 
ed actions, the Task Force 
advises not to budget any 
“future negotiated salary 
increases,” which would lower 
the projected shortfall by 
$375,000. The town could save 
another $200,000 by removing 
funding for new employees. The 
task force recommends refi- 
nancing the early retirement 
incentive pension liability and 
the unfunded pension liability. 

Another measure includes 
transferring the residential 
portion of the water/sewer debt 
financing from the water/sewer 
rates to the tax rate. While this 
would have effect on town 
income or expense, it will have 
a significant benefit to the 
average homeowners. Once 
transferred, the Task Force 
believes it could save taxpayers

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retluce traffic traveling through 
the historic Ballardvale neighbor- 
hood in Andover. Residents in 
Tewksbury, particularly those

Mass Highway suggested that 
the two-month feasibility study 
take place between the end of the 
Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs' review of 
the area and the release of the 
“Massachusetts Environmental 
Protection Act (MEPA) certifi- 
cate, which details further issues 
fo consider in an environmental 
impact report. The intense two 


months of weekly meetings, with 
local, state, and federal officials, 
aims for an interchange agree- 
ment to proceed with the MEPA 
process that meets the desires of 
the communities and fits the cri- 
teria for the FHA. The group will 
consider the traffic studies, the 
Corridor Study and _ the 
Interchange Justification study, 
all already completed. 

Mass Highway will use a con- 
sultant, for which funds are 
already available, to “foster a dia- 
logue to discover ways to make 
alternative 9 palatable to Mass 
Highway and the FHA,” said 
Fallon, who added that he is 
already working with Federal 
Highway to commit to meetings. 

Further, much of the informa-

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biggest bang for their buck 
with conservation measures,” 
offers Harrison. 

Simply lowering the thermostat 
in a home by a few degrees or 
more when the family is out of 
the house during school and 
working hours and while sleeping 
at night can offer small, but 
immediate, savings. By installing 
a digital thermostat, homeowners 
can take that savings further by 

» not having to remember to cut 
back the heat. 

Harrison says that in this area, 
technology has really improved 
with the advent of weather 
responsive controls, which use 
outside temperatures to adjust 
héat delivery to the house, 

“Most boilers set at a tempera- 
ture so that homeowners don't 
Tun out of hot water,” explains 
Harrison. “New technology uses 
reasonably priced microproces- 
sors that look at the temperature 


of the water coming out of the 
boiler and select a temperature 
based on a curve that the home- 
owner puts in. It doesn't make a 
difference whether you have a 
radiator, fan coils, radiant heat, 
or baseboard.” 

Over a weekend, homeowners 
can install weather stripping 
around doors and windows and 
put small insulating inserts into 
wall outlets, a surprising spot 
where homes often leak heat. 

“Air leaks can rob your house of 
heat in the winter or make it too 
humid in the summer. As much 
as 40 percent of your heating and 
cooling costs can be due to air 
leaks,” reports the Mass DEP. 

Over a few weekends, homeown- 
ers can beef up the attic insula- 
tion, often a mere six inches 
thick, and realize immediate sav- 


ings. 

Solar powered hot water heaters 
are becoming more common and 
offer a supplemental system to 


save a tank or two of oil a year. 
Newer technologies out of 
Europe, which has paid higher 
petroleum prices than the US for 
generations, treat hot water as a 
separate zone and only heat it 
when needed. More American 
companies offer this technology 
and make competitive products 
than ten years ago. 

For more savings, but with a 
bigger investment, homeowners 
may decide to install a new heat- 
ing system. Harrison advises not 
to wait to begin investigating 
options and to seek quotes from 
several sources. 

“The best time to buy a heating 
system is not when you are stand- 
ing ankle deep in water,” advises 
Harrison. “Give yourself time so 
you can understand what you 
want to accomplish.” 

Moreover, the technology really 
has come a long way. Even for 
houses with a ten-year-old boiler, 
the technology may be twenty

Krochmal Farm may face litigation 
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ty approximately three years 
ago without a valid building per- 
mit. That building, the source of 
much of the odor in and around 
the South Street neighborhood, 
houses pigs on a slatted floor 
with a “holding tank” beneath, in 
the foundation. Members of the 


citizen's group 
TewksburyOdor.org have 
appeared before several boards in 


town, concerned about possible 
health effects from the strong 
ammonia and hydrogen sulfide 
gasses that emanate from the 
farm, as well as environmental 
impacts and property ownership 
issues. 

Last month resident Bryan 
DeLonais expressed incredulity 
when the Tewksbury Conserva- 
tion Commission told him that 
they would not impose fines, and 
that, indeed, the town does not do 
that as a matter of practice. 

“In my opinion the town has 
been far too lenient with that 
farm,” remarked Tewksbury 

electman David Gay during 
's meeting. “I've heard 
farm is cooperating, but 
in my own personal opinion, I 


don't think they've cooperated at 
all.” 


The Tewksbury Resident's 
Advisory Group, established as a 
way for local officials to stream- 
line communication with resi- 
dents surrounding the issue of 
farm odors in South Tewksbury 
and North Wilmington, began 
meeting last month. The group, 
comprised of the Tewksbury and 
Wilmington Health Directors, two 
‘Tewksbury Board of Health mem- 
bers, a resident of Wilmington, 
and three residents of Tewksbury, 
established ground rules, goals, 
and objectives in December and 
continued with largely prelimi- 
nary work in January. 

‘Tewksbury Health Director Lou- 
Ann Clement and _ resident 
Michelle Walsh co-Chair the com- 
mittee, Wilmington Health 
Director Greg Erickson has a 
non-voting role as 
Parliamentarian. The Tewksbury 
residents on the committee live in 
the affected area while the 
Wilmington Resident, James 
Kim, a Veterinarian, does not live 
within smelling distance of the 
odor. 

Erickson told the Crier Tuesday 


that he is looking for another res- 
ident that lives near the “pump- 
kin patch” portion of the farm, 
which lies in Wilmington. The 
only access to the pumpkin patch 
is through Tewksbury. The pump- 
kin patch comes close to some 
Wilmington neighborhoods and 
the pig manure is sprayed on that 
field periodically, accounting for 
corresponding odors in 
Wilmington. 

“The operation in Tewksbury is 
the genesis of the whole prob- 
lem,” Erickson told the Crier. “I 
am going to support the 
Tewksbury Board of Health in 
any way I can. 

“The farm wasn't an issue for 
most of my time here,” said local 
representative to the Advisory 
Group, Jane Benfey. “You knew it 
was there once in a while, but it 
was more than tolerable. I was 
not told that there is a farm in the 
neighborhood when we bought 
{the house]. Yet, I didn't regret 
living in the neighborhood and 
we're hoping to get back to that 
stage.” 

Walsh sees the mission of the 
group, and the residents in par- 
ticular, as being the voice of the 


Copper criminal caught 
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Almost all of the thefts have 
involved spools of copper wire 
being stolen from locked storage 
sheds. To date, the thefts are 
estimated to total in excess of 
$20,000. Despite frequent police 
patrols, the thief repeatedly cut 
locks, moved equipment and 
stole wire at the sprawling site. 
Since the last reported theft in 
late December, the contractor 
has hired a Security Firm to 
guard the property on nights 
and weekends.

While other 
officers rushed to the scene, 
Palmer observed a suspect 
immediately begin to load sever- 
al spools of copper wire into the 
trunk and back seat of his vehi- 
cle. As Palmer approached the 
Suspect, he jumped into his car 
and attempted to drive away as 
Palmer ran alongside. 
Fortunately, Officer Dennis 
Rooney came around the corner 
in his cruiser and blocked the 
escape. 

Moschella was taken into cus-

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WHS Boys Track 


Relaying to 
a fourth 
place finish

The Wilmington High boys 
indoor track team had a week 
off from dual meet competi- 
tion, but many members of the 
team’ were still quite busy, as 
several of the Wildcats top ath- 
letes competed on Saturday in 
the Division 3 State Coaches 
Relays held at the Reggie 

Lewis Center in Roxbury. 

With the Wildcats facing 
some of the best competition 
the state has to offer, they were 
far from intimidated, finishing 
in fourth place among 41 
teams. The Wildcats scored 22 
points to trail only Bishop 
Feehan (38), Nashoba Regional 
(28) and Stoneham (24). 

‘The Wildcats also saw four of 
their teams qualify for the 
state meet at the end of the 
season, and had four teams 
qualify for the McIntyre Elite 
Relays back at the Reggie 
Lewis Center this Sunday. 

"I was very pleased and I was 
actually surprised when the 
results were announced," said 
Wilmington coach Bob Cripps. 
"I was hoping to get three 
teams to qualify for the states 
so to get four was great." 

The 4 x 400 team of Caleb 
Rogers, Jimmy DiNuccio, 
Bobby Folk and Tom Barry was 
the top finisher for the 
Wildeats on the day, taking a 


second place finish in their 
event with a time of 3:36.08. 

Rogers got the Wildcats off to 
a great start with a 54.43 open- 
ing leg, and when he passed 
the baton on to DiNuccio things 
got even better as the senior 
ran a blistering 52.81. Folk fol- 
lowed with a 54.41 leg and 
Barry ensured the great finish 
with a 53.96 anchor leg. 

This is a fairly new relay 
team, competing in just their 
second race as a foursome, but 
the results have been brilliant 
so far, with a dominating win in 
their last meet over Masco, and 
now this impressive showing. 

"This should be our team 
going forward in this event,” 
Cripps said. "I see no reason to 
change it." 

The 4x50 meter team, togeth- 
er for the first time, since the 
vent does not exist in regular 
meets, also seemed to gel very 
quickly, with a third place fin- 
ish in a time of 23.56. Nick 
Jannone, Matt Figuierido, Kyle 
Lunt and Jared Peters made up 
the foursome. The 4x50 team 
did not qualify for states, sim- 
ply because the event is not 
held at the state meet. 

The shot put team of Nate 
Clarkin, Nick Farnsworth and 
Alan Dooley also took third 
place with a total distance of

The first time they faced off 
against Lynnfield back on 
December 15th, it looked like 
the Wildcats were facing a first 
line consisting of Gretzky, 
Lemieux and Crosby.

And the give was the play of

We 
have to be an up and down the 
court team whether they are 
scoring on us a few times or 
not, if it’s going up and down 
the court we have a good 
chance (to win). The game on 
Friday night became a posses- 
sion game because we were 
getting nervous and we 
stopped running the ball. 
"Tonight was what it was. 
(Triton) wasn’t really a good 
team but for me it was all 
about how my kids would 
come out and respond from 
the other night."

mal first half and built an 18- 
point lead only to see it washed 
away in the second half, as 
Hamilton-Wenham outscored 
the Wildcats 15-8 in the third 
quarter and 21-7 in the fourth 
quarter and 36-15 in all to come 
away with a shocking 60-57 vic- 
tory at the Cushing Memorial 
Gymnasium. 

The loss means the six-time

Hamilton-Wenham came into 
the game with a 5-4 record, and 
it’s their first win over the 
Wildcats, since December 23rd, 
2004. Remarkably, since the 
Start of the 2003-’04 season, this 
is just the tenth league loss for 
the Wildcats, who after Monday 
night’s win over Triton 
Regional, are a combined 58-10 
against CAL teams during that 
mark. 


"I think it’s too late (for. an 
eye-operier),” said head ‘coach 
Jim McCune, whose team fell 
to 8-2 overall with that loss. "I 
think we had to run the able the 
rest of the way because I don’t 
think North Andover is going to 
lose to anybody.

Wilmington led 19-13 after the 
first quarter, and had a nine- 
point lead at 33-24 with 1:37 to 
go before closing the half out 
on a nice 9-0 run making it 42- 
a. 

"The first half we were lucky," 
said McCune. "We got some 
breaks, we got some calls that 
went our way but I don’t know 
what to say right there. I'm 
kind of hopeless. I tried a little 
bit of everything tonight and 
maybe I should’ve just sat them 
tonight, Maybe not all of them, 
but maybe just sat the ones 
who weren't doing what they 
are supposed to be doing." 

Wilmington made just two 
free throws through the first 
6:13 of the third quarter before 
Zack Fahey converted on a 
steal and lay-up. Matt Bibeau 
followed with an all-oop and 
Wilmington had a 14-point lead 
at 48-34. But from that point on 
it was all Hamilton-Wenham. 

The Generals trailed by 1 
after the third quarter and then 
outscored the Wildcats 14-3 to 
tie the game up at 53 with 3:26

could put on a singlet and 
wrestle. : 

“The knee is good most weeks 
but some weeks it’s very tough 
to wrestle,” he said. 
“Sometimes caach will let me 
out of practice and lets me-just 
run but for the most part the 
knee is holding up pretty good. 
T have way too much adrenaline 
going when I wrestle so it does- 
n’t hurt, it just hurts when I go 
home afterwards. Normally 
when I go home I just put some 
ice on it, or just take a nap.” 

During the times to rest, 
Joycehas the chance to reflect 
upon his wins and the three 
places in the tournaments rank 
right up there. 


“The Framingham match I 

faced a kid who is probably the 
toughest in the state,” said 
Joyce, “That match was very 
tough. That match was pretty 
encouraging for me because I 
was able to roll him a couple of 
times. The Haverhill win was 
pretty nice. My knee was acting 
up pretty bad that night so I 
wasn't able to shoot much in 
that match. I ended up taking a 
shot with 30 seconds ' left 
because we were at a stalemate 
and won it 3-1.” 

On the flip side of that, Joyce 
remembers vividly his worst 
loss of the season during the 
Mt. Anthony tournament less 
than two weeks ago when he 


finished second, losing in the 
championship match.

“I should have pulled that one 
out,” said Joyce. “I ended up 
getting re-rolled. I was beating 
him 3-0 with 50 seconds left. 
That loss was kind of discour- 
aging but I would rather have 
had it happen now than later in 
the season or in states. I think 
that loss is going to help me 
because now I won’t get cocky. 
I was up 30 and I thought I 
could close him out and just 
run out the clock. Normally I 
keep moving and that’s one of 
the things I’m really good at, 
but I just got too cocky and 
thought I could keep the posi- 
tion on him and he ended up 
getting the best of me.” 

While Joyce says he was too 


cocky in that match, Pimental 
said the reason for his turn- 
around from his earlier years is 
the personal confidence. 
“Kenny’s very agile especially 
for being such a big guy,” said 
Pimental. “He’s quite athletic. 
He’s always had the athleticism 
but he needed the confidence. 
He has always been technically 
sound and savvy but he just 
lacked the confidence. He 
would just freeze. But now he 
has that confidence to put him 
over the edge. He’s capable of 
defending himself because he’s 
so strong physically and athlet- 
ic but now he’s much more con- 
fident on the offensive side.” 
And that confidence, Joyce is 
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hoping will take him to another 
level once the post season 
meets hit in a few weeks. 

“I want to be a (Cape Ann 
League) champion and a sec- 
tional champion, and place top 
three at the state meet,” he 
said. “The states are very 
tough and basically I'll be in 
the same spot I was in last year. 
I just had a really bad day at 
sectionals (placing fifth which 
ended his season). I had beaten 
everyone up to then, but I just 
had a bad day. That's how 
wrestling is. Anyone can win on 
any given day so I just have to 
go out (and perform) the right 
way.”

There are about 90,000 
people of all ages in 
Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island...that suffer from 
Epilepsy and the Epilepsy 
Foundation of MA and RI are 
working with many people to 
try and educate everyone 
about this disorder that 
affects the body and the 
brain. 

“This is a disorder and not 
a disease,” Dr. Leslie Brody, 
PhD, said in a recent inter- 
view. “There is still a lot of 
stigma attached.” 

The stigma comes from 
the fact that when a person 
has a seizure, that person 
does not just fall down. He or 
she might also be thrashing 
about uncontrollably.

Thus people in this area 
are invited to attend the 
"Cabin Fever Frolic" to be 
held from 6 p.m. to 12 a.m. at 
Spinelli’s on Route 1 (south- 
bound) in Lynnfield. The 
event is the brainchild of 
Michelle —_Silva-Reed _ of 
Wakefield, who is the mother 
of Natalia, a five-year-old 
with Epilepsy, 

Silva-Reed is an intense 
woman with boundless ener- 
gy and is constantly on the 
move, considering the disor- 
der she has to deal with for 
Natalia; it is probably good 
that the mother has this ener- 


gy. 

According to Silva-Reed, 
she and her husband, John, 
knew that Natalia had a prob- 
lem during pregnancy; the 
fetus was not developing 
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properly in the womb. 

“They took her a little 
early and she weighed three 
pounds, eight ounces with a 
small hole in her heart,” 
Silva-Reed said. “Natalya had 
her first surgery at about six 
months to repair the hole.” 

However, the young girl 
was not out of the woods. 
Silva-Reed said the seizures 
started when: Natalia was 
about 14 months, 

“She started seizing about 
the time Nathan (her younger 
brother) was born,” Silva- 
Reed said. 

There was also a problem 
with a build-up of spinal fluid. 
Thus the young girl has had 
to undergo several spinal taps 
at Children’s Hospital. 

Because of the epilepsy 
and her other medical issues, 
Natalia is on a large amount 
of medication. According to 
Brody, this is not unusual for 
a person with Epilepsy. 

About 30 percent of the 
people (with Epilepsy) will 
take more than one drug or 
treatment,” Brody said. 

He also noted that it is 
important for the pharmacies 
to know that the prescription 
is for an epileptic person. The 
reason is that no substitutions 
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can be made with the prima- 
ry care doctor’s explicit 
authorization. 

“Our people are blood sen- 
sitive,” Brody explained. 
Pharmaceuticals with the 
same chemical compound are 
not necessarily the same.” 

It has been reported that 
some generic versions of 
drugs might be coated with a 
lactate coating. In other 
cases the coating may con- 
tain too much sugar. 

The primary care doctors 
and neurologists for an 
epileptic patient take great 
care in making the diagnosis 
and writing the correct pre- 
scription. A pharmacy must 
be careful not to substitute a 
generic drug for the pre- 
scribed brand. 

Thus, the Epilepsy 
Foundation serves a number 
of different purposes. They 
are an educational source, a 
support group for relatives of 
epileptic people, and a leg- 
islative lobbying group as 
well. 

“We try to educate people 
and schools on the proper 
procedures to take with an 
epileptic child,” Brody said.

“Epilepsy is a medical condi- 
tion that produces seizures 
affecting a variety of mental 
and physical functions. It’s 
also called a seizure disorder. 
When a person has two or 
more seizures, they are con- 
sidered to have epilepsy. 

“A seizure happens when a 
brief, strong surge of electri- 
cal activity affects part or all 
of the brain. One in 10 adults 
will have a seizure sometime 
during their life. 
eizures can last from a 
few.seconds to a few minutes. 
They can have many symp- 
toms, from convulsions and 
loss of consciousness to some 
that are not always recog- 
nized as seizures by the per- 
son experiencing them or by 
health care professionals: 
blank staring, lip smacking, 
or jerking movements of 
arms and legs.” 

According to the website, 
“Diagnosing epilepsy is a 
multi-step process, usually 
involving the following evalu- 
ations: 

° Confirmation 
through patient history, neu- 
rological exam, and support- 
ing blood and other clinical 
tests that the patient has 
epileptic seizures and not

° Identification of the 
type of seizure involved. 

° Determination of 
whether the seizure disorder 
falls within a recognized syn:

. A clinical evaluation 
in search of the cause of the 
epilepsy. 


. Based on all previous 
findings, selection of the most 
appropriate therapy 

Brody explained that at 
present there are four accept 
ed treatments for Epilepsy. 
They are: diet, pharmaceuti 
cal, surgical, and the newest 
one are vegus nerve stimula: 
tion. 

The last is somewhat like a 
shock given to the nerves 
through the use of magnets, It 
is designed to have a calming 
affect during a seizure. 

As proven in the Silva 
Reed family, just because one 
child has the disorder, it does 
not necessarily follow that 
others in the family will have 
it. At four years-old Nathan 
has been tested and found not 
to have any symptoms.

Shrinking in 
Stoneham 

“Students may find more 
elbow room when meander- 
ing the hallowed halls of 
Stoneham schools these days, 
‘as enrollment figures show a 
significant decline over last 
year,” notes “The Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“October 1 official enroll- 

ment figures were released to 
the School Committee last 
Thursday. In total, the 
Stoneham school district 
experienced a net decrease in 
enrollment by 138 students 
over last year's numbers 
(this net number takes into 
account transfers in as well 
as out). Some of the decline 
surfaced at typically tran- 
sient grade levels, while oth- 
ers have school officials 
scratching their heads. 
: “According to Assistant 
School Superintendent Ann 
Patriquin, who performed a 
letailed analysis of the num- 
bers at each grade level, the 
majority of the students who 
Jeft, departed for other public 
Schools in Massachusetts, 
meaning in large part that 
families have moved out of 
Stoneham. But there are still 
questions. 

“With Stoneham's bud- 
getary problems of the last 
Tew years and the accompa- 
nying reductions in staff that 
the school department has 
been forced to make, a popu- 
Jar assumption might be that 
many people have left 
Stoneham for school systems 
with good staffing levels, 
higher state aid, better MCAS 
scores, and more money to 
run with 

“However, Patriquin said 
the data shows that while 
some families have indeed 
moved to such towns, includ- 
jng Reading, Wakefield, and 
Lynnfield, many others have

In addition, the 
data shows that families have 
left the Stoneham school sys- 
tem for other states. The 
trend of students leaving 
Stoneham public schools for 
private schools has not been 
as widespread as some have 
proffered, 

“At the ary level, 
Stoneham has seen about 100 
transfers, with the majority 
of those (71%) moving to 
other public school districts 
in Massachusetts, 16% mov- 
ing out of state, 10% to pri- 
vate schools and 3% out of 
district special education 
placements. 

“The Middle School level 
saw some movement too from 
October 2006 till June, as well 
as over the summer. Roughly 
32. students in grades 6 
through 8 left Stoneham 
Middle School for private 
schools (15), other public 
schools in Massachusetts 
(11), and for special educa- 
tion out of district placement 
(6). 

“Grade 8 to 9 is a common 
transitional year with addi- 
tional high school options in 
the area available to stu- 
dents. This year saw 31 stu- 
dents leave the Stoneham 
public schools at this grade 
level only, with the majority 
(45%) of students opting for 
area vocational schools. This 
figure, Patriquin said, is high- 
er than normal. Another 32% 
of the exiting students went 
off to private high schools, 
with the balance moving to 
other public high schools. 

“Stoneham High School 
has seen a drop of 42 stu- 
dents, the majority of which 
have transferred to other 
public high schools (52%). 
This figure also includes 
about 19% of students leaving 
for private high schools, 19% 
moving on toa GED 
or dropping out, and 10% 
comprising out of district 
special education place- 
ments.

Oddly enough,  Silva- 
Reed, a former teacher and 
child-care worker, developed 
a brain disorder due to a 
sudden illness she suffered 
on vacation in the 
Caribbean. However, the 
testing shows that Natalia’s 
disorder is not related. 

Natalia, on first sight, is 
a normal young girl. 
However, her parents need 
to keep an eye on her con- 
stantly. 

If she has more than two 
seizures, Natalia must be 
rushed to Children’s 
Hospital for treatment and 
even the common cold can 
be disastrous to the young 
girl. 

She does attend public 
school in Wakefield and 
Silva-Reed is grateful to the 
girl’s pre-school teachers 
and the principal for the 
care they have taken to 
understand the disorder. In 
one case, the kindergarten 
class is in the process of 
being redesigned to better 
accommodate Natalia when 
she attends that grade next 


year. 

Part of the problem in 
Natalia’s case is the girl has 
so many medical problems, 
it has not been determined 
as yet if she is developmen- 
tally disabled. 

The website also notes: 
“If you have had a seizure 
and you seek medical help, 
your doctor will want to 
know: 


¢ Was the seizure 
caused by a short-term prob- 
lem (like fever or infection) 
that can be corrected? 

¢ Was it caused by a 
continuing problem in the.

* Was the seizure an 
isolated event, or does it 
mean that you have epilepsy?
